Mrs. McMaines, now an 
Omaha resident, found her* 
aelf involved in the investiga- 
tion when she disputed testi* 
mony given two weeks ago in 
New Orleans by key witness 
Pprrv Rn4sn She was known 
as Sandra Moffet when she 
lived in New Orleans. 

‘Afraid of Them* 

Mrs. McMaines told The 
World-Herald: "I'm afraid of 
those people down there. I’ve 
got nothing to hide, but I'm 
just afraid of those people." 

She said she Is willing to 
take a lie-detector test or 
"anything else."

Mr. Russo said Mrs. Mc- 
Maines was one of several 
persons attending the party in 
David W. Ferrie's apartment 
after which he says he heard 
Mr. Ferrie. Lee Harvey Os- 
wald and Clay L. Shaw con- 
spire to kill President Ken- 
nedy. 

Mrs. McMaines told The 
World-Herald last Friday she 
did hot attend the party. The 
22-year-old woman acknowl- 
edged knowing Mr. Russo and 
said she had once been in love 
with him. 

‘Very Important Witness 

“We feel sure she is a very 
Important witness," aaidf As- 
dstant District Attorney An- 
drew Sciambra In New Or- 
leans, the Associated P at * 
reported. 

Mr. Russo's testimony came 
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during a preliminary hearing 
for Clay L. Shaw, accused by 
Mr. Garrison of conspiring to 
kill Mr. Kennedy. Mr. Ru*>o 
said the part at Mr. Ferries 
apartment took place in Sep- 
tember, 1963. two months be- 
fore Mr. Kennedy was slain in 

• Dallas. 

In talking with newsmen in 
Omaha, Mrs. McMaines said 
she did not meet Mr. Feme 
until 1965. She said she re- 
fused to accompany two Gar- 
rison investigators to New 
Orleans after they contacted 
her March 8. 

Attorneys for Mr. Shaw, a 
wealthy retired business exec- 
utive, also expressed an inter- 
est in questioning Mrs. Mc- 
Maines. 

Mr. Russo alluded to San- 
dra Moffett (Mrs. McMaines) 
only once during his three 
days of testimony. At one 
point he said he was taken to 
the party by a friend. Later 
he named Sandra Moffett as 
"the girl I brought.'* 

Novel Whereabouts Known 
A lawyer for Gordon Novel, 
also described by Mr. Garri- 
son as a material witness in 
the investigation, asked 
Judge Haggerty Monday to 
quash a warrant calling for 
his client's arrest. A hearing 
will be held .Wednesday on the 
request. 

Mr. Novel. 29, former 
French Quarter bar owner, dis 
appeared last Wednesday, the 
day he was to have appeared 
before the grand jury. Mr. 
Garrison called him a "most 
important and material wit* 
ness" and obtained a warrant 
for his arresl

Judge Devitt revoked Mr 
Kroman's five-thousand-dollar 
recognizance bond and or- 
dered Mr. Kroman committed 
for 45 days to (he Federal 
Penal Hospital at Springfield, 
Mo., for mental examination. 
Mr. Koman objected. 

Mr. Kroman said, “in the 
1950's, the Government, in or- 
der to ruin a man, called him 
a Communist Now they call 
him some kind of nut." 
Partially Conscious 
Mr. Kroman. 43, was found 
partially conscious— a loaded 
shotgun across his knees— in a 
rented car on the shoulder of 
a highway about 30 miles east 
of Bismarck early Monday. 

Mr. Kroman told Judge De 
vitt he was forced off the 
highway at pistol point by 
pursuers as he drove here with 
documents which "tend tQ. 
prove or in some cases do 
prove" that persons other 
than Lee Harvey Oswald killed 
President Kennedy. 

Mr. Kroman said he W« 
convinced the highway Inti- 
ddht was connected with Bis 
investigation of the Kennedy 
assassination and not with ms 
trill in the alleged Insurance 
fraud conspiracy.
